The members of the commission 


would be appointed by the President 
to hold office for life, and would re- 
ceive salaries of $12,000, the same 
as cabinet officers. Not more than five 
of them could be of the same political 
party, and none of them could be en- 
gaged actively in any private business, 
trade or profession. 


In a prepared address explaining 


his amendment. Senator Frelinghuy- 
sen declared the present tariff sys- 
tem was "both illogical and unsclen- 
tilic," describing that system a:) "a 
complication of the 
statements of 


manufacturers, importers, merchants, 
and farmers, and of inconclusive dat.i 
collected by government agencies in- 
adequately equipped."

Thompson, making their home in 
Pittsfleld for sometime.

Brainard homestead and was living 
here when he left for the war.

Kidder of Laurens is a sister-in-law 
o£ the departed one, as her husband, 
the late Col. J. S. Kidder, was a 
brother 
At the death of Edward 


Kidder, another soldier, who answer- 
ed the country's call in the dark days 
of tb.e Civil War. has obeyed the sum- 
mons above. P E. Kidder enlisted in 
the service August, 1862, responding 
to the President second call for vol- 
unteers 
He belonged to Company F, 


121st N. Y. Volunteers. He was severe- 
ly wounded at the battle of Chancel- 
orsville, May 3, 1863. He was placed 
in Finley hospital and was obliged to 
remain there until 1864 His condi- 
tion necessitated his discharge in Jan- 
uary, 1864. 


Mr. Kidder was stricken with pa- 


ralysis on the morning of May 8th and 
died June 13th. He had been in 
comparatively good health up to the 
date of his late Illness. 


He was baptized in the Church of 


England m infancy and in later life 
was affiliated 
uith the Methodist 


church in New York stats 


The body was laid to rest in the 


Little Sioux cemetery.

.has a device which will concentrate 
!the rays In the ether and project them 
i in a straight line toward the objective. 
IThls would unquestionably cut off a 
j great deal of the "loose" vibration go- 
Ihig on in the atmosphere, and there 
. would be less of what la called inter- 
' ierence.

Another thing, however, which is of 


Interest in the statements of Marconi, 
la that the use of short length waves 
| under Improved methods is possible. 
i As is shown by reference to any of 
the published programs 
offered by 


broadcasting stations, the length of 
the wave in use varies from 360, the 
usual commercial one, to 1,400, that 
used by the Army Signal corps. 
It 


has been possible in experiments to 
transmit signals using a wave length 
of three and a half meters; and with 
IS meters conversation could be plain- 
ly heard a distance of 90 miles. 


Altogether it would appear that the 


amateur dabbler in radio transmis- 
sion need not bo discouraged. Short- 
er wave lengths, clearer transmission, 
elimination of the static by means of 
the "searchlight" radio, which eenda 
the rays out in parallel lines instead 
of diverging, are some of the things 
which now are promised. All may not 
be developed at once, but little by lit- 
tle they will probably 
be attained.

INCOME TAX TWIT. 


The number of federal personal In- 


come tar returns for the 
calendar 


year ended December 31, 1920, filed 
In New York state was 1.047,634, rep- 
resenting net income amounting to 
$4,030,823.696 and tax (normal tax 
and surtax) of 1286,607,280. 


As compared with 1919, the above 


figures show a growth of 364,549 in 
returns filed, as well as an Increase 
in the total net Income amounting to 
1594,280,517, but a decrease in the 
tax of $113,185,071. 


The proportion of the population pf 


the United States who filed personal 
Income tax returns for the calendar 
year ended December 31, 1920, was 
6.85 
per cent; whereas the proportion 


of the population of New York filing 
returns v.-as 10.09. 
Tho average net 


Income per return 
for 
the United 


States was $3,269 40, whereas for New 
York it was 53,817.34, and the aver- 
age amount of the personal income 
tax per return in the Unite'd States was 
$148.08, while for New 1'ork it was 
J273 57. 


Of the 
1,047,634 persons making 


returns in this state last year, the 
l.Tgest number are thoso with in- 
comes ranging from $1,000 to $4,000. 
Of these there are 849,069, wiMi total 
tax of about twenty millions. 
From 


these figures the incomes go down and 
the income tax goes up, so that at the 
extreme other end of the line two 
Incomes ot more than $5,000,000 each,

The Incomes below $4,000,

When fathers and mothers, towns, 
villages and cities come to realize 
that the doctor and the'preacher are 
the greatest assets the community can 
possess, and teach their children to 
honor them as the men who can give 
physical health and spiritual well-be- 
ing, create an atmosphere decent to 
live in and promote a standard and 
code of ethics suitable to advance- 
ment, their young men and women 
will come from our institutions of 
learning .ready to engage 
in these 


learned professions. 
But as long as 


the movies and the free-thinkers con- 
tinu, to belittle the minister and +he 
doctor, especially the minister 
and 


parade him before the public as an 
effeminate weakling, and simply try 
and see how little renumeratlon they 
can pay, few real, true, red-blooded 
young men will take the chances of 
working hard all their lives and then 
face a barren pasture at the end of 
the road.

Last week -was generally cloudy and 


too cool with an excess of moisture 
which 'hindered planting and cultiva- 
tion; most crops, however, continue in 
good condition, according to the sum- 
mary of weather and crop conditions 
for the week ending June 20, issued 
by the Ithaca office of,the weather 
bureau. Following the severe storms 
of Sunday, June 11, a high, cold wind 
on Monday further damaged porn and 
fruit. On Saturday, June I f , consid- 
erable flooding and washing occurred 
when heavy rains were general over 
the state. 


Corn is quite generally up and look- 


lug good but needs warmth. Potatoes 
arc making good giowth. Wheat is 
heading well, and oats, excepting some 
injured by excessive moisture, have 
made a good start. Hay, meadows and 
pastures are generally much improv- 
ed. Alfalfa and some clover is being 
cut. An excellent harvest of straw- 
berries is in progress. A heavy drop 
of fruit is reported, especially apples 
and cherries, the cause of which Is 
largely attributed to the frosts and 
cold weather in April. Cherry picking
